It couldn’t have come at a more 

inconvenient time. While the E! staffers 
were busy celebrating their new scripted 
series The Royals, comedian Kathy Griffin 
took to Twitter to abruptly declare she 
had quit Fashion Police.

“Kathy was not loved,” 
says a show insider, who adds that Griffin 
was “not exactly cooperative.” But things 
could have been worse: “[The producers] 
actually said, 1f you want, you can clean 
house,”’ she told Stern. “[But] I wasn’t 
looking to put anybody out of work.” 

Despite the drama, E! has confirmed 
that the show will return 
with Rancic and cohost Brad 
Goreski. The network has 
declined to speculate who 
might fill the empty seats, 
but a source says there has 
been talk of rotating in guest 
hosts until permanent 
replacements are found.

After filming a damning HBO documentary, the real estate 
scion was arrested for the 2000 murder of Susan Berman 


At the end of his final interview for the HBO docuseries The Jinx, Robert Durst 
went to the bathroom, seemingly unaware that he was still mic d up. “You’re 
caught,” he mumbled to himself. “What the hell did I do? Killed them all, of 
course.” “It just came spilling out of him,” says filmmaker Andrew Jarecki of 
the real estate heir, who has been suspected— but never convicted— of the 
1982 disappearance of his wife, Kathleen, the 2000 shooting of friend Susan 
Berman and the 2001 murder of neighbor Morris Black. Producers gave a tape 
of the incriminating ramblings to the FBI (which had its own investigation in 
the works), and Durst, 71, was arrested for the 
Berman murder on March 14 at a New Orleans 
hotel. (In his possession? A fake passport, a 
handgun and a wad of cash.) L.A. police allege 
that Durst shot Berman before she could be 
interviewed regarding his wife’s disappearance. 
“He was always a person of interest,” says 
Det.

W e just have to get used to our new nor- 
mal.” So says Kim Kardashian West in 
the March 15 premiere oi Keeping Up 
with the Kardashians, the E! family 
soap opera that just kicked off its 10th 
season. She was referring to the divorce of her 
mother, Kris Jenner, and stepfather, Bruce Jenner, 
after 23 years of marriage. But as is nearly always 
the case with the show, there is far more to the ''real- 
ity” of the situation than what is captured by cam- 
eras. Consider that Bruce himself used the same 


phrase to describe the adjustment his 10 children 
and stepchildren are making since he shared the 
deeply personal truth he has been hiding for more 
than 50 years: He is transgender. Except that when 
the former Olympian said it, according to someone 
who has spent time with him lately, "he kind of 
joked, 'This is really a new normal.' ” 

There is no question that's true. In the nearly two 
months since Jenner, 65, made headlines around 
the world with the news that he is transitioning 
from male to female, multiple sources tell People, 
his kids have been supportive, even as there has 
been considerable hurt on both sides surrounding 
the famed decathlete's life-changing decision. (In 
keeping with advice from experts. People is taking 
its cues from Jenner's family in regard to the use of 
male pronouns.) "The whole family went through 
a rough patch,” says a Kardashian insider. "It's nat- 
urally a difficult thing to process and work through.” 

The family dynamic had already shifted in a 
major way in the wake of Bruce and Kris's split (see 
sidebar). "The divorce caused a divide, but Bruce's 
decision to share his transition has caused an even 
greater divide,” slKUWTK production source says 
of Bruce's plans to document his journey, both in an 
interview with Diane Sawyer and in a docuseries of 
his own. Jenner— who spends most of his time in his 
secluded hilltop Malibu home and described him- 
self as "lonely” in the season premiere— addressed 
the strain directly, lamenting to stepdaughter

Kourtney, 35, “I feel so separated. The Kardashi- 
ans over here, the Jenners over here. Little me in 
the middle. Sometimes if s a little bit tough.” 

Among the factions: Jenner's children from his 
previous marriages— Cassandra, 34, Burt, 36, 
Brandon, 33, and Brody, 31— who had known 
about the possibility of their dad's transition “for 
years,” says a source close to them, and had just 
begun to repair their relationship with him after 
he had largely been absent during his time with 
Kris. “It was extremely hard for them to let him 
back in their lives after barely having any contact 
with him after he married Kris,” says a close 
source who has spent time with them recently. 
“They can't believe they finally got their relation- 
ship on track, and now they have 
this crazy extra layer to deal with. 

But they are very supportive.” 

On the other side are his step- 
daughters Kourtney Kim, 34, and 
Khloe, 30, who “were the last ones 
let in on it all,” says the Kardashian 
insider, adding that their relation- 
ship was already strained by the 
split from Kris: “There were weeks when they 
didn't hear from Bruce, and they all kind of felt 
[that Bruce] ditched them. They were just hys- 
terical when it all really came out.” The two 
daughters he shares with Kris, Kendall, 19, and 
Kylie, 17, “are having a hard time with the transi- 
tion,” adds the family insider. “They're very sup- 
portive, but it's just not an easy situation.” 

Despite more than a year of tabloid reports 
surrounding Bruce's transition, the insider says, 
there was significant denial among family mem- 
bers in the face of Jenner's changing appearance. 
“Everyone thought he was trying to feel young. 


After keeping his truth a secret for more than five 

decades— and “taking a backseat in his own life,” 
as the source puts it, while Kris called the shots 
during their marriage— the 1976 Olympic gold 
medalist is now going his own way for the first 
time in a long while. He has chosen a new name, 
an insider tells People, but is not yet ready to 
share it, and he is proceeding at his own pace, just 
as experts advise. “He has learned a lot just over 
the past year about what transgender means,” 
says the source. “Trans people can identify as 
female and still be a jock, and do all 
the things that are generally 
thought of as more masculine. It 
seemed reassuring to him that he 
could correct his gender to what 
it's supposed to be but not have to 
give up or change everything else 
about his life.” 

As he continues to find his way, 
he has remained firm in the belief that “he wants 
this to be his story,” a friend says of the single 
star, who spends most of his days in a quiet rou- 
tine of Starbucks stops, golf and time at home 
with close friends and family. As for the idea that 
he was dating one of Kris's best friends— a cen- 
tral plot point of the premiere of KUWTK— “it 
seems more like he confided in her,” says the 
insider. “She would buy him feminine things he 
wanted. They had some kind of special bond.” 

Initially Bruce planned to document his jour- 
ney with an E! series, but that plan was put on 
hold after he was involved in an accident on

that kind of thing,” says the family insider. That's 
not an uncommon reaction among families of 
transgender people, says Mary Andres, a clinical 
psychologist and professor at the University of 
Southern California. “Denial usually comes first,” 
she says, often followed by anger “connected 
deeply to a loss of control: 'How will I explain all 
of this to my friends? You are forcing me into a 
process I didn't choose— to come out as a partner, 
child or parent of a trans person.' ” 

It's a struggle Kris, 59, has dealt with directly. 
The reality-TV matriarch “just couldn't emotion- 
ally handle it all when he finally came out with it,” 
says the family insider. “Regardless of whatever 
signs there were, it's a really hard pill to swallow. 
She truly went through a mourning period. And 
they don't really talk now.” For his part, “Bruce 
feels like Kris is used to getting her own way, and 
going ahead with his transition was not probably 
part of her plans,” adds the source who has spent 
time with him recently. 
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Her six kids— including 
two with Bruce— back 
their mom and have 
watched her “mourn” 
the husband she thought 
she knew.

(No charges have 
been filed; see box.) “For Bruce to decide to share 
his journey took a lot of psychological strength, 
and he acts more fragile now,” says the 
production source. 

The accident came just when Bruce was 
finally feeling “free,” as a source previously 
described his new state of mind. F irst aware of 
his feelings as a young teen, for years “he had 
other people buy his clothes, and it was very 
private,” says the friend. “He dressed as a woman.” 
He was also attracted to women. “His marriages 
were no shams,” says the friend. As each of his 
first two marriages— to Chrystie Crownover 
and Linda Thompson— was ending, Bruce sat 
down with his soon-to-be ex-wife and told her 
his true feelings. Both times, his exes were sup- 
portive, says the source who has spent time with 
Bruce, and both times, they encouraged him to 
do what would bring him happiness. But then 
he would “start second-guessing him- 
self over whether it was something he 
really wanted,” says the source, 
wondering whether “it was more of 
a transvestite thing”— dressing in 


women's clothing— “or a transgender thing.” 

The third time he married, to Kris in 1991, “he 
liked how in charge she was of everything— it 
made him feel like he didn't have to worry so 
much about his identity, who he was. Kris was in 
charge, and he was just along for the ride.” Then, 
nearly three years ago, around the time of his son 
Brandon's wedding, “he just had a feeling of 
'enough,'” says the source. “Enough trying to 
fool himself and others, enough of letting other 
people dictate how he was going to live.” 

Ultimately, that's what matters for all who 
care for Bruce. These days “he seems happy that 
he can live his life the way he feels he's intended 
to,” says the family insider. “His kids all love him 
very much and would do anything for him.” And 
Bruce returns that sentiment. “Do 1 think they 
still love me?” he said recently to the source in 
his circle. “Of course I do. I know they love me 
and will always love me.”

F or a few hours, in the maternity 
ward of a Phoenix hospital on 
Jan. 15, Carlos and Erica Morales’s 
long-held dream had come true. 
After years of struggling to conceive. 
Erica, 36, had delivered four healthy new- 
borns. Overcome with joy, Carlos poured 
his heart out to his wife, not yet awake from 


the anesthesia she had been given for 
her C-section. “It was the best day of 
my life,” Carlos says. “Nothing in my life 
had ever made me this happy.” 

Two months later, life looks nothing 
like what Carlos and Erica had imag- 
ined. Just eight hours after giving birth, 
before she could speak a word to her 
husband or see or hold her babies. 
Erica went into hypovolemic shock, an 
emergency condition involving mas- 
sive blood loss. Doctors’ efforts to 
revive her failed; Erica died at 1:20 a.m. 
on Jan. 16. With that sudden, over- 
whelming loss, Carlos had to rewrite 
the script he and Erica had lovingly 
fashioned for their lives as parents 
together— four babies splashing in the 
bath, family Bible readings, daily trips 
to the neighborhood playground 


behind their house. Now, even as he 
mourns the loss of the woman he calls 
“the love of my life,” he has vowed to be 
both father and mother to their chil- 
dren. “I thought my world died 
when Erica did,” says Carlos, 

29, a soft-spoken warehouse 
supervisor who has been on 
leave from his job. “But every 
second I am with my babies I 
know she is still with me. I not 
only see Erica in each of them, 

I feel her. I feel her soul and 
her presence. These babies 
don’t knowyet what blessings 
they have given me. They have given 
me four reasons to live.” 

What the four— Carlos Jr., identical 
twins Erica and Paisley, and Tracy—

rest since the last two came home from 
the hospital March 11. A day later, Car- 
los is a blur of motion. Sitting on the 
couch, with a baseball game on televi- 
sion, he rocks Paisley to sleep in one 
arm while giving a bottle to Carlos Jr. 
with the other. A few minutes later he 
passes Paisley to a family friend and 
dashes to the kitchen, carrying Carlos Jr., 
to get formula from the refrigerator. In 
the background Tracy and Erica are cry- 
ing in their bassinets. “I can only see as 
far as the next feeding and the next dia- 
per change,” Carlos says. “I take it minute 
by minute, or it’s too overwhelming.” 

But the single dad is not 
alone. He’s surrounded by a 
tight-knit circle of family and 
friends eager to help. At the 
center is Sondra Bridges, 56, 
Erica’s mother. When Erica 
learned she was pregnant 
with quadruplets, she asked 
Bridges to move in. Now 
Bridges, who has been living 
at the couple’s home since 
December, is on 24-hour baby duty, 
waking every three hours along with 
Carlos. Together the two are keeping 
Erica’s memory alive. “I tell [the babies] 
stories of their mother,” Bridges says, 
“and how they wanted them for so long.” 

For Carlos and Erica, who met at salsa 
night at a Scottsdale, Ariz., nightclub in 
2006, a family was always the dream. 
Married in Las Vegas in 2007, they 
started trying for a baby two years later. 
It didn’t work, and after IVF, Erica suf- 
fered a devastating miscarriage. When 
they got the news that she was preg- 
nant again, this time with quads, “we 
couldn’t believe it,” Carlos says. “Not 
one, two, three, but four. We didn’t think 
about how expensive it was going to be, 
the space issues, child care. We were 
just so happy” Erica, a real estate agent, 
was determined to do everything right. 
She kept detailed lists on her iPad, from 
what she ate to goals for the babies’ 
future: college, good jobs, church and 
learning both English and Spanish. 

They had chosen all but one of the 
babies’ names when Erica went into 
the hospital at 31 weeks pregnant and 
her doctor determined it was time to 
deliver them.

she's born/' Carlos recalls Erica telling 
him. Hours later— after a team of doc- 
tors and nurses swarmed Erica's room 
with a crash cart, after Carlos paced the 
hall frantically once the Code Blue was 
called, after he found out the tragic 
news— Carlos sat by his newborns in 
the pediatric intensive-care unit. A 
nurse asked him for their names. He 
told her the three they'd chosen: Carlos 
Jr., Paisley, Tracy. He paused and then 
named the fourth himself: Erica. 

The tragic story of the quads' birth 
generated international headlines and 
an outpouring of support. Erica's 
childhood friend Nicole Todman cre- 
ated a GoFundMe page (gofundme 
.com/kbkpag) that has raised in excess 


of $360,000 from more than 10,000 
strangers. 'To think that so many peo- 
ple are giving me whatever they can 
afford," Carlos says. 'T'm so grateful." 
All of this helps Carlos stay strong. As 
he eases back into work this week, he 
celebrates signs of progress: Three 
babies now weigh 5 lbs. each, and one 
weighs 6; he is a master diaper 
changer; he knows if a cry is for a bot- 
tle or a cuddle. Holding Paisley, he 
looks out at the playground and thinks 
about something he finally can see 
again: the future. "They will get on 
that school bus and play on that play- 
ground. They will be happy, healthy 
and loved. I will do everything in my 
power to make that happen." •

When Gina Rodriguez heard her name being called at the 
Golden Globe Awards in January, she couldn't believe it.

T Just Winted 
to End If 


R obert Herjavec seemed 
to have it all: a lucrative 
business empire bol- 
stered by his role on 
ABC's hit show Shark 
Tank, a garage full of Ferraris at his 
multimillion-dollar Toronto mansion 
and a picture-perfect family. But pri- 
vately his world was crashing down. 
After 24 years of marriage, he and wife 
Diane Plese legally separated last June. 
Upset by the split, his three children. 
Caprice, 17, Skye, 18, and Brendan, 21, 
initially refused to speak to him, Her- 
javec says, and he was so devastated he 
stood on his balcony and contemplated 
jumping. “Fve always thought that 
there is nothing that can rock my 
world, but 1 woke up one night and 
wanted to end it," he says. “All 1 could 
think was, T can't go on.'" 

After several dark, trying months, 
Herjavec pulled himself back from the 
brink. One of the contestants on the new 
season of Dancing with the Stars, the 
tech mogul, 51, says he emerged from his 
crisis “stronger, more empathetic and 
more balanced." The key to his recovery, 
he says, was working at a Seattle home- 
less shelter for 2 V 2 weeks, spending his 
nights on the streets helping the desti- 
tute. His pastor, John McAuley a Con- 
gregational minister, urged him to go. 
“This place saved me, man," says Herja- 
vec, opening up to People as he headed 
to a homeless encampment under a 
highway overpass on a recent return trip 
to volunteer. “1 always think, 'What was 
the purpose of all this pain?' 1 think this 
gave me the opportunity to reconnect

with God and to help others. The way 
I was was unsustainable.” Adds McAu- 
ley: ''Robert was in need. Little did I 
realize the profound effect this would 
have on him.” 

Neither did Herjavec, a self-con- 
fessed "fanatically driven” business- 
man whose Croatian family arrived in 
Canada in 1970 "with a suitcase and 
$20” after fleeing the former Yugosla- 
via, where his father had been jailed 
22 times for criticizing Communism. 
The first in his family to learn English, 
Herjavec, an only child, grew up "poor 


and with a big chip on my shoulder.” 
But after offering to work for an ex- 
IBM exec for nothing to get his start, 
he earned a fortune creating and sell- 
ing tech companies. With a personal 
net worth reported at more than $100 
million, he wrote bestselling business 
books and gained fame judging con- 
testants' start-up ideas on Shark 
Tank. "I always felt like the underdog, 
and that made me highly motivated,” 
he says. "Not to buy more stuff. I just 
wanted to be the best I can be.” 

Herjavec was unprepared for the 
fallout after he and his wife separated 
last summer. "Things weren't good 
for a while,” he says. "We were great 
parents and a great team, but we 
weren't great for each other. I should 
have had the courage to leave sooner, 
but I didn't because of my kids.” 
(Plese couldn't be reached for com- 
ment.) Herjavec insists he isn't wor- 
ried about financial repercussions 
(see box). "It's just money,” he says. 
"The thought of not speaking to my 
kids hit me hard. They were upset. 
They sided with their mom.” 

He spiraled into despondency. "I 
would go to sleep and wake up in the 
middle of the night screaming,” he 
says. "When I called my pastor, I said.

Herjavec was an emotional wreck 
when he arrived at Seattle's Union Gos- 
pel Mission in July and was quickly put 
to work in the soup kitchen, then later 
aiding homeless people on the streets. 
“Nobody knew who I was/' he says. 
“People thought I was a recovering 
addict. I didn't trust myself to be alone." 

His personal pain was slowly eclipsed 
by compassion for the people he met. 
“The guiding principle is you have no 
judgment and nothing but love in your 
heart," he says. “Think how different 
that is from Shark Tank— 
which is nothing but judg- 
ment! I always used to think 
that if you are that compas- 
sionate, you are weak." He 
still volunteers at the shelter 
whenever he can and helps 
support it financially, at one 
point buying all of a local Walmart's 
inventory of socks to hand out. 

After falling so low, he also no longer 
feels “bulletproof." And it's this new- 
found sense of vulnerability that 


inspired him to “move out 
of my comfort zone" and 
compete on Dancing with 
the Stars, a show he first got 
hooked on while watching 
it with his mother, Katica, 
in the hospital as she bat- 
tled the ovarian cancer that claimed her 
life in 2007. “She loved the pageantry of 
it," says Herjavec, who has been prac- 
ticing eight hours a day. “He's got more 
energy than anyone I've ever met," says 


his dance partner, Kym Johnson. “He's 
laser-focused." 

Has one of TV's best-known sharks 
lost his bite? Hardly. But his stints on 
the streets of Seattle have helped him 
make “peace" with the pain that 
almost pushed him over the edge. “It 
doesn't make it any easier, but I have a 
lot of faith in the future now," he says, 
adding, “I was hollow and broken, and 
these people saved my life. And for 
that I'll always be grateful." •

'How Lucky Can a Girl Get?' 


Like the governess she played in The 
Sound of Music, Julie Andrews needed 
to win over seven young people. On 
the first day of shooting, “I wanted to 
make the kids feel as much at home as 
possible,” the star, 79, tells People. 
Andrews had just played the title char- 
acter in Mary Poppins, “so they asked 
me if I could sing ‘Supercalifragilistic,’ 
and I did,” she recalls. “Then they 
asked me to sing it backward, which 
I did. They loved it.” 

Andrews’s soaring soprano and 
twinkling charisma propelled the 
musical to a Best Picture Oscar— and, 
following her own Best Actress win for 
Mary Poppins a year earlier, cemented 
her Hollywood superstar status at the 
age of 29. “I think people assume I 
chose [to play Maria], but I wasn’t in a 
position to do that,” she says, noting 
that before Sound of Music, she was 
best known as a stage performer. 
“They asked me, and then I became a 
part of history,” she marvels. “How 
lucky can a girl get?” 

Following the film’s massive success— 
its anniversary is being celebrated 
with a new Blu-ray and DVD edition 
and a return to theaters in April— 


Andrews earned a third Oscar nod for 
1982’s Victor Victoria, directed by her 
husband, Blake Edwards. (They were 
married 41 years until his death in 
201 0.) She also focused on her family 
life, raising five children. “Being a 
mum,” she told People in 2012, “always 
seemed to me like putting in pieces of 
the puzzle that you never quite knew.” 

The actress faced one of the biggest 
personal and professional challenges 
of her life in 1997, when a botched 
throat surgery permanently took her 
famed four-octave singing voice. 

“I thought at the time my voice was 
what I am— and it is to some extent,” 
she says, “but it seems it’s not all that 
I am.” These days, she writes children’s 
books with her daughter Emma 
Walton Hamilton— “I seem to be 
busier than I’ve ever been”— and 
she savored the warm reception she 
received at the Oscars’ Sound of 
Mus/c tribute alongside Lady Gaga 
last month. “Lady Gaga hit it out 
of the ballpark,” she says. Overall, 

“it’s a lovely time in my life. I have 
gorgeous grandchildren and a home 
I adore. I don’t think things could 
be better than that.”

Key to His Success: ''Education,” says 
Schultz, who got his degree in commu- 
nications from Northern Michigan Uni- 
versity in 1975. Though his parents were 
high school dropouts, Schultz's mom 
insisted he attend college. “She drilled 
into me that our station in life was not 
going to define us." 


Lessons Learned Schultz says he's grate- 
ful for growing up in racially diverse 
public housing. 'Tt gave me the self- 
confidence to get along in the world. We 
all had to get along in that building, and 
we did. Color wasn't an issue." 

Paying It Forward: His new “Race 
Together" initiative is a program aimed 
at starting honest conversation about 
race in the United States. “It's all about 
inclusion," he says. “The American 
dream has to stay alive for everybody."
